JACKSON MILFORD DALE was born December 14, 
“1926 in Canadian, Texas. 


Jack remembered growing up in the ‘dust bow!’ days, 
when after a dust storm, the fancy lace pattern of his 
mother’s hand-made doilies left their print on the arm 
chairs when the doily was lifted. He thought it was a 
beautiful sight. 


He moved with his parents and 4 sisters to Gunnison, 
Colorado in 1935. The trip involved loading all their 
belongings, including a milk-goat, into a 1928 vintage 
Chevy sedan and a Chevy 1-1/2 ton truck. The fam- 
ily picked tomatoes at $2 a ton, lived in a dirt-floor 
log cabin for a time, and did whatever was necessary 
to survive. These were America’s Great Depression 
years. 


Jack lived with the Phelps family closer to town and 
worked on their cattle ranch while attending high 
school. He graduated from Gunnison County HS 
in 1944. He ule the US Army and spent time in 

ae: Okinawa during WWII, 
and was discharged hon- 
orably in 1947. His fam- 
ily had moved to Knappa, 
| Oregon, and Jack rejoined 
| + them there. 


In 1948, while working 
at the Hanford Nuclear 
Plant in the Tri-Cities 
area of Washington, Jack 
met Ruth E. Anderson of 
Warrenton. 





It took a little wooing, but Ruth finally agreed to be his 
bride. They were married on May 27, 1950, in Lewis- 
ton, Idaho. Apparently it ‘stuck’, as they were married 
for 60 years and 8 months to the day. 


They settled near West Lake, near Ruth’s parents, 
and have lived there ever since. Jack worked for the 
Federal government for over 25 years at Tongue Point 
Naval Station and later at Mt. Hebo AFB.

He retired from Civil Service in 1975. He worked at 
Camp Rilea for the State of Oregon for 10 years. He 
worked various construction and maintenance jobs, 
including helping construct homes in the Cullaby 
Lake area, and he built his family’s home. 


On weekends, Dad often made pancakes shaped 
like hearts, Mickey Mouse heads, or funny animals. 
He built some of the furniture for the family home, 
could repair almost anything, and was known at one 
of his jobs as “Action Jackson”. He was known lo- 
cally as “The Sandman’, as he supplied sand to fill 
the luminaries lighting the American Cancer Soci- 
ety’s Relay for Life events in Astoria until a couple of 
years ago when his health began to fail. To his two 
daughters, he was “Dad”. 


In 1990, while on a celebratory 40th wedding an- 
niversary cruise to Alaska with his Ruthie, Jack suf- 
fered a major heart attack. This meant major life 
changes, some good, some less appealing. Fol- 
lowing the Cardiac Rehab Dietician’s orders, Ruth 
withheld nearly all salt and saturated fat from their 
meals. Jack was sure they were trying to kill him as 
the food tasted so awful to him. (Ruth’s new way 
of cooking did improve with time!) Together they 
started walking, and soon regularly walked 3 miles 
several days a week. His Cardiologist prescribed 4 
ounces of red wine daily, which soon became an 
evening ritual. “Skoal! Cheers!”. That special ritual 
continued the rest of his life. Whether it was the 


food, the wine, the walking or just plain determi- 
nation, by God’s grace, Dad had another 20 years 
with us. 


Jack’s interests involved vintage cars, swap meets, 
clam digging, carpentry work, country music, 
Square Dancing, travel, and joking with ladies of all 
ages. He preferred being active to watching TV, en- 
joyed funny short stories and the internet's Good, 
Clean Funnies jokes. He often used part of his an- 
nual vacation time to help his brothers-in-law with 
cranberry harvesting. 


He participated in several local organizations, vol- 
unteering time to many. He was a life-time donor 
of over 13 gallons of blood to the American Red 
Cross, only stopping on orders of his cardiologist 
He belonged to OTRA (On the Road Again) car 
club, LCCCC (Lower Columbia Classic Car Club), 
the Beaver Chapter of the Model A Ford Club of 
America, and the local chapter of NARFE (Nationa! 
Active & Retired Federal Employees - retired). He 
was an active visitor to the Astoria Senior Center 
With Ruth, he delivered “Sunday Suppers” for the 
Catholic church in Seaside. He was a long time 
member of Our Saviour’s Lutheran Church, Sea- 
side, and a current member of Peace Lutheran 
Church, Astoria. 


Jack was proud of his family, which eventually in- 
cluded 2 daughters, 2 sons-in-laws, 4 grandchil- 
dren and 3 great-grandchildren. He often marveled 
at family gatherings that two people could produce 
such a noisy clan. He loved life and his family. 


His family thanks you for joining us in this celebra- 
tion of his life.

Jackson Milford Dale was born December 14, 1926 in Canadian Texas. 


Jack remembered growing up in the ‘dust bowl’ days, when after a dust storm, the fancy lace pattern of his mother’s hand- 
made doilies left their print on the arm chairs when the doily was lifted. He thought it was a beautiful sight. 


He moved with his parents and 4 sisters to Gunnison Colorado in 1935. The trip included loading all their belongings, 
including a milk-goat, into a 1928 vintage Chevy sedan and a Chevy 1-1/2 ton truck. The family picked tomatoes at $2 a ton, 
lived in a dirt-floor log cabin for a time, and did whatever was necessary to survive. These were American's Great Depression 
years. 


Jack lived with the Phelps family closer to town and worked on their cattle ranch while attending high school. He graduated 
from Gunnison County HS in 1944. He joined the US Army and spent time in Okinawa during WWII, and was discharged 
honorably in 1947. His family had moved to Knappa, Oregon, and Jack rejoined them there. 


In 1948, while working at the Hanford Nuclear Plant in the Tri-Cities area of Washington, Jack met Ruth E. Anderson of 
Warrenton. It took a little wooing, but Ruth finally agreed to be his bride. They were married on May 27th, 1950, in Lewiston 
Idaho. Apparently it ‘stuck’, as they were married for 60 years and 8 months to the day. 


They settled near West Lake, near Ruth's parents, and have lived there ever since. Jack worked for the Federal government 
for over 25 years at Tongue Point Naval Station and later at Mt. Hebo AFB. He retired from Civil Service in 1975. He 
worked at Camp Rilea for the State of Oregon for 10 years. He worked various construction and maintenance jobs, including 
helping construct homes in the Cullaby Lake area, and he built their own home. They raised two daughters. 


On weekends, Dad often made breakfasts. His pancakes might be shaped like hearts, Mickey Mouse heads, or other animal 
shapes. He built some furniture for our home, could repair almost anything, and was known at one of his jobs as "Action 
Jackson”. He was known locally as "The Sandman”, as he supplied sand to fill the luminaries to light the American Cancer 


Society's Relay for Life events in Astoria until a couple of years ago when his health began to fail. To us, he was "Dad". 


In 1990, while on a celebratory 40th Anniversary cruise to Alaska with his Ruthie, Jack suffered a major heart attack. This 
meant major life changes, some good, some less appealing. Following the Cardiac Rehab Dietician's orders, Mom withheld 
nearly all salt and saturated fat from their meals. Dad was sure they were trying to kill him as the food tasted so awful to him. 
(Mom's new way of cooking did improve with time!) Together Mom and Dad started walking, and soon regularly walked 3 
miles several days a week. An evening ritual became the Cardiologist's prescribed 4 ounces of red wine. "Skoal! Cheers!”. 


That special ritual continued the rest of his life. Whether it was the food, the wine, the walking or just plain determination, 
with God's help, Dad had another 20 years with us. 

Jack's interests involved vintage cars, swap meets, clam digging, carpentry work, country music, Square Dancing, travel, and 
joking with pretty ladies of all ages. He preferred being active to watching TV, enjoyed funny short stories and the internets' 


Good, Clean Funnies list jokes. 


He participated in several local organizations, volunteering time to many. He was a [ife-time donor of over [3 gallons of

blood to the American Red Cross, only stopping on orders of his cardiologist. He belonged to OTRA (On the Road Again) 
car club, LCCCC (Lower Columbia Classic Car Club), the Beaver Chapter of the Model A Ford Club of America, and the 
local chapter of NARFE (National Active & Retired Federal Employees - retired). He was an active visitor to the Astoria 
Senior Center. With Ruth, he delivered "Sunday Suppers" to homebound for the Catholic church in Seaside. He was a long 
time member of Our Saviour’s Lutheran Church, Seaside, and a current member of Peace Lutheran Church, Astoria. 


Jack was proud of his family, which eventually included 2 daughters, 2 sons-in-laws, 4 grandchildren and 3 great- 


grandchildren, He often marveled at family gatherings that two people could produce such a noisy clan. He loved life and his 
family. 


He touched many of us through family, friendship, work and community.

Helen Lydia Freeman was born on October 3, 1923, in Astoria, Oregon, to 
Finnish/Norwegian immigrants John and Hilda Nasi Severson. She was the 
seventh of their nine children. 


When Helen was nine years old her father died in a fishing accident. Her 
mother, raising the nine children on her own, took in two Chinese neighborhood 
boys. One was Willy Howe who became known as Astoria’s Finnish speaking 
mailman. 


On October 10, 1941, Helen married Ray Freeman who was stationed in Astoria 
in the Coast Guard. They were married for 58 years until his death in 1999.
